It is important to note that GROMOV wore gold -rimless glasses 
on November 21, 1945> vhich fact was particularly pointed-out concerning 
him by Miss BENT LEI Then she described him as AL in her statement dated 
November 8, 1945.

MAURICE HALPERN was born .March 3, 1906,. at Boston, Massachusetts. 

He received an AB Degree from Harvard University in 1926, an AM Degree from 
the University of'Oklahoma in.1929; and a Doctor’s Degree from the University 
of Paris in. 1931. He was; employed at the University of Oklahoma from 1929 
to 1941. _On May 17,-1940, HALPERN cashed a check in the amount of $436.01, 
dated April 13, 1940,. which was. - drawn, on the iBank' of Foreign Trade, Moscow^ 
Russia. HALPERN was discharged from the University of Oklahoma by virtue 
of his liberal-activity and as the result of his cashing the aforementioned 
check. He was afforded, a hearing by' the Board of Regents at the University 
-.of Oklahoma. At this hearing, HALPERN claimed the above check represented 
an investment he had made in a.Russian bond, which.paid 1% interest. 

Professor KENNETH KAUFMAN of the University of Oklahoma stated' 
that HALPERN had contributed, articles to the “New Masses” and the ’’New 
Republic”. HALPERN spent considerable time in Mexico where he was alleged 
to have associated with liberals and radicals. ■ 

In July, 1935, HALPERN attempted to go to Cuba.with a delegation 
consisting of Communist liberals, but was refused admittance by Cuban 
authorities. He explained this to the Oklahoma Univerity authorities at 
a later date stating that he was unaware of the true character of this- 
group of Individuals*

HALPERN was known to be a member of the Civil Liberties Union 
and the Oklahoma Federation of Teachers. He was actually dismissed-from 
the University of Oklahoma on rocomendation by the Oklahoma Legislative 
Committee investigating subversive activities in Oklahoma in 1941. 

HALPERN was first employed by the United States Government on 
■October 2, 1941, as a Social Science Analyst, Grade P-4, by the Office of 
the Co-ordinator of Information, Office of Strategic Services. At this 
time he was named head of the Mexican subSection in the Latin-American 
Section, of OSS and assigned to a research project in the Library''of Congress. 


The files of the Washington Field Office do. not. indicate that 
MAURICE HALPERN .is a member of-the Communist .'Party, , On February 12, 1942, 
he was Interviewed under, the, provisions of the Hatch Act Investigation, ;by*^ 
Special Agent GEORGE KING, JR.,, at which 'time he denied that he was a;aenber 
of the Communist Party or the Young Communist League,, He admitted tb v 
membership in.the. Oklahoma Federation for Constitutional Liberties, but\ 
denied that this organization-was affiliated with the .National Federation^ 
Constitutional Liberties. 1

He graduated from Harvard University 
and the .next I heard of him he was-with the Railroad Retirement Board, 

He is a big guy about six feet tall,, broad shouldered, unruly dark 
hair that falls over his eyes,, and very thick glasses,- round moon 
face, looks as though he is scared .of his shadow. He is jumpy. T dori't 
.know ,his age. I would say he is in his'early'or middle forties. He \ 
moved into tho air corps as a civilian expert.

After making the,above telephone calls, SILVERMAN placed the 
unidentified elderly man believed to be hi,s father aboard the'9:30 a.m.

GLASSER v»as the sihject of a Hatch Act investigation (in 1942). Investigation 
was predicated upon information that his name was listed in the indices of 
the Washington Committee, for Democratic Action. He was born on November 14, 
1904 in Chicago, Illinois. He is an American citizen and maintains his legal 
residence in Mi.*ineapolis, Minnesota. He received a PhD degree from the 
University of Chicago, which he attended from 1926 to 1928 and 1930 to 1931. 
Previous to entering.Government service, he was an instructor in Accounting 
at the University of Akron, Akron, Ohio, 1928 to 1929*. 1931 to 1932, he was 
an instructor at the Peoples College, Chicago, Illinois. His wife is FATE 
■GLASSER, and in 1941, they resided at 339 Willard Avenue, Friendship Heights, > 
Maryland. Be .has been employed in theU. S. Government since 1935. GLASSER 
was a statistician for the WPA in Chicago in 1935. From May to November of 
1936, he was Director of the Tabulation Pool, Bureau of Home Economics, 
Department of Agriculture in Minneapolis, as an.Economic Analyst at $3300 
per annum. He was promoted to Senior Economic Analyst at $4600 in 1937* In 
1938, he was promoted to Principal Economic Analyst, Division of Monetary 
Research, Treasury Department, Washington, D. C., at $5600 per annum. On • 
August 1, 1939, he was made Assistant Director of this Division at $6500, 
which position he was holding at the conclusion of the Hatch Act investigation.> 

In July of 1940, GLASSER was detailed to the Government, of Ecuador 
under a -joint agreement of the Treasury and State Departments. His address 
while in Ecuador was in care of the United States Legation in Quito. An 
investigation to establish his activities were inimical to the best interests 
of this Government reflected that fellow employees and neighbors in Washington, 
D. C» termed GLASSER. as a liberal'and knew of no political interests' or 
affiliations. Informants at the University of Akron state GLASSER exhibited 
no un-American tendencies, but incurred the enmity of the Military instructors 
there due to his opposition to compulsory military training. An informant in . 
Chicago listed GLASSER as being suspected of being a Communist organizer in 
that city. GLASSER.was arrested there and, subsequently dismissed on charges 
of gaming and practicing law without a license in 1926 in Chicago. Fellow 
employees inf Chicago and Minneapolis, as well as the University of Chicago 
knew of no un-American activities.

in the Far East, such'as the Institute, of Pacific Relations. In 19U2 
MARY PRICE mentioned to JACOB GOLOS- that LEE was going to Washington, 

D. C., with General DONOVAN In OSS and she asked GOLOS if he were, 
interested in LEE, GOLOS,replied that of course he was and delegated 
MARY to handle him.- LEE was given an Army commission directly upon 
entering OSS and was placed in an advisory capacity to General DONOVAN.

BENTLEY stated that after her initial meeting with LEE, * 
he began to supply her with.

MILLER, according to BENTLEY, is the son of a prominent

JENNY LEVY, an American girl who was working for the Moscow "Daily News" 
Apparently while he was in Moscow, he became indoctrinated with the 
Communist philosophy and subsequently'returned to the United States and 
some time later started the Latin American News Service "Hemisphere", 
Apparently this business .lost, money .over a period of time and as a 
result he attempted to obtain a job in the Government service. He was 
successful in obtaining employment in the Office of the Coordinator 
of Inter-American Affairs and moved to Washington, D. C. According to 
BENTLEY, MILIER had advised her that In his capacity at 'the CIAA he 
had occasion to see reports written by ONI, G-2, OSS, and the FBI con¬ 
cerning Latin American matters and would turn over to BENTLEY' 1 a 
‘typewritten summary of some of the information appearing in these files.

This arrangement continued 
for a few months, at which time MARY PRICE became ill and their in¬ 
formation came directly to BENTLEY. BENTLEY stated that Park's 
activities on behalf of GOLOS ended, to the best of her-knowledge, 
early in 192x3.

University 
at a salary of $2x100 to $2x320 per year; Investigation revealed that 
PARK belonged to the Civil Liberties; Union at Oklahoma City, played ' 
a prominent role in the formation of the Federation of Teachers at 
Oklahoma University contrary to. the wishes of the officials of Oklahoma 
University, and that PARK was called for questioning along Communist 
lines by the State Legislature of Oklahoma. It was also disclosed that 
PARK defended the Communists in the Criminal.Syndicalism trials held 
in Oklahoma City in 192x2.; Ht was reputed to be on the Committee of the 
Oklahoma Federation for Constitutional Rights; a member of the American 
Peace Mobilization; and had started a round table discussion over radio 
station WNAD which indicated he favored the Nazi fora, of government,

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During his first, employment by tho United States Government, 
GREENBERG was not a citizen of the United States* An investigation con¬ 
ducted of GREENBERG by the United States Civil Service. Commission in 
v-amary, 1941, indicated that GREENBERG attended the Graduate School of 
Harvard University under Joseph Hodges Choate Memorial Fellowship from 
Trinity College, Cambridge, England. It was reported that he was so 
engrossed in intellectual endeavor that he neglected personal matters 
which, were important to the University. The University officials seemed 
disappointed at his. efforts in response to-the Scholarship. They'felt 
that he had strong sympathies toward. Soviet Russia, particularly with 
respect to tho theory of Soviet objectives, although they did not- believe 
he was actively associated with any Communist group. Articles and reviews 
in a number of ; pamphlets and periodicals^f^rther .supported their view that 
he leans rather heavily toward political and 'economical aspirations of tho 
Soviet. ™ ...

According to. the Civil Service CoHmission*s investigative file, 
a former landlady ^of^GREENBERG's at 107 West 11th Street, New York City, 
one Its.- JEANNETTSMlNN, stated that GREENBERG had “lots of Russian 
literature in his room". She related a story that on one occasion a 
colored girl came to' her residence and inquired for MICHAEL GIBSON and 
as she had no person, of that name living -there, -the girl finally determined 
that the person she wanted to see,was MICHAEL GREENBERG. Mrs..'SHINN stated 
that she had a longhty conversation with this girl whom'she described as 
a light complexioned negro,while wraiting for GREENBERG to arrive. In the 
course of this conversation, tho girl indicated, that GREENBERG was a 
Communist, as was she, and that she had met him at a Communist meeting 
and that MICHAEL GIBSON Is his Communist, name. 
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A Civil Service Commission questionnaire returned by GREENBERG

?hc Civil Service Commission has a confidential, file on GREENBERG 
which reflected that ho was declared inclligible by the. Civil Service / 

The Foreign 
Economic Administration was notified by letter on December 7, 1944, to 
terminate GREENBERG'S .employment on the grounds of questionable loyalty. 

On February 28, 1945, he wrote a letter to the Civil Service Commission 
stating that the Department of Justice had certified him as of good 
character and loyalty and that the District Court had conferred citizen¬ 
ship upon him after a character investigation, and asked for an appeal 
from the ruling of inelligiblity. On April 24, 1945, the Foreign Economic 
Administration was. notified by .the Civil. Service Commission of a reversal 
of its previous decision and the order to terminate GREENBERG'S services 
was made by letter as of December 7, 1944, notifying GREENBERG' of the 
cancellation of its declaration of inelligibility on. the same date.
